The prime minister later de­ 
clared the caucus had given him 
“the most overwhelming support 
that I have ever received in all 
my years of politics.”

While the U.S.-Canadian dis­ 
pute over arms has attracted 
most attention, several other mat­ 
ters figured in the downfall of the 
government and will be prominent 
in the campaign. These include 
Canada’s economic health and 
what critics consider a slowdown 
in development. Liberal leader 
Lester B. Pearson charges the 
Conservatives with a do-nothing 
policy; Diefenbaker accuses the 
Liberals of obstructionism. 
Trade Minister George Hees 
discounted widely held views that 
the campaign might develop into 
a slugging match over American 
influence. He said the Conserva­ 
tives will not conduct an anti- 
American campaign.

MOSCOW (A P )—French Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle's activities 
of the past 
three weeks have 
strongly 
revived 
Soviet 
worry 
about West Germany. 


That is the principal finding by 
this correspondent in a survey 
that has included Russian opinion, 
and the opinion of diplomats both 
East and West. 
Whatever their worries may be 
about the situation in the West, 
Soviet authorities have not at this 
moment, made clear what they 
plan to do about it. 
As in certain earlier cases of 
great moment, the Soviet govern­ 
ment appears to be simply wait­ 
ing. either for developments, or 
for their own discussions to shape 
up some new move. Such a move 
may come within hours, days, 
week—or not at all. 
Concern about Germany is not 
new here. It has brewed with the 
generations, and particularly un­ 
der the Soviet regime. 
What is new is that the French- 
German treaty has revived Soviet 
fears which diplomats are con­ 
vinced are genuine that Germany 
may sometime in the future find 
its hands on nuclear weapons it 
can use largely at its own discre­ 
tion. 
This concern was shown Tues­ 
day. Foreign Minister Andrei A. 


Gromyko called in the French and 
German ambassadors to lodge a 
protest against the treaty, signed 
by De Gaulle and Chancellor Kon­ 
rad Adenauer in Paris 
A 
French 
spokesman 
implied 
that Gromyko brought up the nu­ 
clear arms for Germany idea. He 
said the notes “ contain the same 
line of propaganda as has been 
appearing in the Soviet press " 
Some of De Gaulle's own com­ 
ments have contributed to the So­ 
viet uneasiness over nuclear weap­ 
ons for Germany. In fact, the 
French 
Foreign 
Ministry 
was 
prompted to put out a note saying 
that nothing in the accord, which 
calls for the two powers to consult 
on defense and other 
matters., 
changed the agreement of 1954 1 
Under that agreement West Ger-{ 
many is pledged not to arm itself 
with nuclear weapons. 
This fear of Germany has great­ 
ly tempered the joy that Soviet 
leaders otherwise might feel at 
the disorder in the Western camp. 
That worry is not limited to 
Germany alone, but to a small 
degree to France. France of itself 
could not dream of overwhelming 
the Soviet 
Union 
with 
nuclear 
weapons. But with a few nuclear 
weapons in hand, France or Ger­ 
many would have the capacity to 
start a nuclear war which would 
immediately involve the United 
States.

Government May Provide 
Schools At Military Bases 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
The 
government may have to provide 
schools at some military bases in 
Alabama. Georgia and South Car-' 
Olina this fall if children living on 
the stations are to attend non­ 
segregated schools, according to 
Asst. Secretary of Welfare James 
M. 
Quigley. 


He expressed this belief in an 
interview in which he discussed 
consultations with local authorities 
to implement a policy announced 
in March 1962 by former Secre­ 
tary of Welfare Abraham A. Ribi- 
coff that segregated schools will 
not be considered suitable for such 
children after September 1963. 


Schools 
considered 
unsuitable 
are not eligible for federal aid 
available to districts where school 
enrollment is affected by govern­ 
ment 
activities—the 
impacted 
areas program. 


The Justice Department, in a 
separate action, has filed suits 
seeking desegregation of schools 
in Mobile and Madison counties 
in Alabama, in Harrison County, 
Miss., 
Bossier Parish 
(county), 
La., and Prince George County, 
Va. The Department of Health 
Education and Welfare, which ad­ 
ministers the impacted aid funds, 
is seeking similar goals through 
consultations.

Censorship of books and magazines in the 
schools usually is associated with smalltown 
vigilante groups. It will come as a surprise to 
some, therefore, to learn that The Nation maga­ 
zine has been banned from the bookshelves of 
public high schools in New York City for the 
past 15 years. The magazine, of liberal bent, 
hopes that the Board of Education's committee 
on 
instructional 
materials will 
recommend 
sometime in February that the ban can be 
lifted. 
A committee of four readers (teachers and 
librarians) is going over the required six issues 
of the magazine to pass on its suitability for 
high school use. They will be looking, says a 
school official, “especially for any evidences of 
anti-Catholic bias.” The ban went into effect on 
June 8, 1948, after The Nation had started pub­ 
lishing a series of 12 articles by Paul Blanshard 
on the Catholic Church in the United States. 
Ownership of The Nation changed hands in 
1955, and the present editor, Carey McWilliams, 
says: “If we had to make the decision, we would 
have not gone along with publishing them, on 
the basis of good taste.” 
Meanwhile, from Edgerton, Wis., comes the 
report that a body of irate parents there is try­ 
ing to get the school board to remove such 
novels as 1984, Brave New World, The Ugly 
American, and Crime and Punishment from high 
school classes because of “vulgar and filthy” 
passages.

What Can DeGaulle Offer? 


Professional students of de Gaulle and de Gaullism 
(and who these days is not?) are busy convincing 
them selves 
that the French 
leader, 
once he has 
banished the “ Anglo-Saxons" from the councils of 
Europe, 
will seek 
a 
m aster 
accom modation 
with 
^ 
Khrushchev. 
This m akes for a piquant com m entary 
on events, for only recently, when President John F. 
Kennedy w as busy announcing the rem oval of Jupiter 
m issile bases from Italy and Turkey, the phone lines 
to this colum nist’s home w ere being scorched with 
fears th at it w as the Am erican President who was 
about to be making a begging trip to the Kremlin. 
If both sets of fears a re right, we will soon be 
seeing a strange competition—and som e m ean-spirited 
caricaturist will certainly exploit the “ Fancy m eeting 
you here” them e as cartoon figures representing de 
Gaulle and Kennedy sit facing each other in the ante­ 
room to K hrushchev’s inner sanctum . But if there is 
to be a competition between the French and American 
Presidents for an agreem ent with Khrushchev, it m ust, 
in the nature of things, be a struggle to get really 
significant Soviet concessions. 
This, in itself, is a 
pretty good reason for feeling sure that neither de 
Gaulle nor Kennedy would ever dare offer Khrushchev 
the key to West Berlin. 


There 
is, 
of 
course, 
no 
reason 
for 
anti­ 
communists to trust de Gaulle. The French leader, 
though he could hardly be called a racist (lf he 
were such, he would not harbor animosity toward 
his Caucasian cousins, the “ Anglo-Saxons"), has a 
m ystical conception of “Europe" as something that 
extends from the English Channel to the Urals. This 
puts European Russia inside the Gaullist pale. 


The purely continental conception of Christendom, 
which has no historical w arrant, excludes not only the 
British Isles (Christian since the D ark Ages) but all 
the overseas “ children” of Europe in North and Latin 
America, South Africa and the Antipodes. 
It m ay 
explain, incidentally, how de Gaulle could so cavalierly 
have sacrificed the French extension of Christendom 
that had rooted itself on the southern shores of the 
M editerranean in Moslem Algeria. 
Well, with a basic conception of “ E urope" that 
excludes the Anglo-Saxons and incorporates at least the 
w estern half of Russia, de Gaulle would certainly be 
willing to entertain a revival of the old pre-1914 Franco- 
Russian entente. He once headed a “ national" French 
governm ent that included M aurice Thorez, the French 
Communist boss, in a coalition cabinet, which would 
argue a singular willingness to accom m odate M arxists. 
But the “ Channel to the U rals" notion of Europe 
has no internal cohesion or substance. 
To m ake it a 
reality, de Gaulle would have to count on a com­ 
plaisant G erm any. And what m akes anyone think that 
such a G erm any can be had? 


For myself, I would rather guess that the 
Germans, having tasted the good red meat of 
economic freedom, have no desire to be cooped up 
in a “Gaullist Europe" that would tend to limit West 
German markets. 
German economics professors 
who were instrumental in 1948 and afterward in 
turning Adenauer to the idea that the way to 
abundance and prosperity was to free the market, 
are still high in the counsels of the Bonn govern- 
^ 
ment. 


These professors w ere among the earliest to enroll 
in the international Mt. Pelerin Society of libertarian 
economists. They believe in free trade, or at least in 
freer trade, on a scale that is far bigger than that 
provided by the “ Inner Six” nations of western Europe, 
and assuredly they will continue to fight for it. 
And 
one of their num ber, Dr. Ludwig E rhard, m ay yet 
succeed Adenauer as head of the G erm an government. 
To satisfy Khrushchev, de Gaulle would have to 
give him something at West G erm an expense. 
He 
would have to barter aw ay West G erm an rights in 
Berlin, or support a “united” G erm any that would give 
the E ast G erm an Comm unists a role in a new central 
governm ent, 
or guarantee 
a 
“ neutralized” 
central 
Europe that would be willing to put its trust in a still 
problem atical French atom ic defense um brella. 
Can 
you see the West G erm ans going along with any of 
this? I can ’t.

WASHINGTON—If the Repub- 
bean P arty really wishes to de­ 
feat President Kennedy for re­ 
election in 1964, m aybe all that 
needs to be done is to take a 
page out of the cam paign history 
of the Dem ocrats. 
Plagiarism perhaps isn’t satis­ 
fying—for 
most 
politicians 
like 
to be original—but a declaration 
of the D em ocratic P arty in one 
Presidential 
cam paign 
was 
so 
successful that its argum ent not 
only defeated the incum bent ad­ 
m inistration but it also won the 
electoral votes of nearly every 
state in the union. 
“Turn the spendthrifts out" was 
the battle cry in 1932. 
“ Demo­ 
crats pledge at least 25 per cent 
reduction in expenses” w as the 
headline in protest against deficit 
spending. 
These slogans w ere 
reproduced in advertising space 
in the new spapers throughout the 
land. 
Someone has just sent to 
this correspondent a faded but 
readable copy of that particular 
ad, which was sponsored by the

Com m ittee *nd which helped to 
win the Presidential election for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Governor 
of New York, against President 
Hoover. 
All one has to do is to sub­ 
stitute the nam e of the incum ­ 
bent and multiply the deficit fig­ 
ures of those days by two or 
three tim es to bring up to date.

Byrd failed to m ake an appear­ 
ance in the Senate in the first two 
weeks of the new session, despite 
the fact that his Southern sena­ 
torial confreres w ere engaged in 
a filibuster agains' rules changes 
which would m ake filibustering 
m ore difficult. 
During the congressional recess 
last fall. Byrd took an overseas 
trip and was hospitalized upon his 
return with what was described 
as a virus. 
The Virginia Solon, 
now in his late 70s, apparently 
has failed to rally from the weak­ 
ening onslaught of the ailment. 
His fellow senators, still shocked 
by the death of Sen. Robert S. 
K err 
of Oklahoma, 
profess 
to 
know 
nothing 
about 
the 
true 
nature or seriousness of B yrd's 


illness other than to comment that 
any illness is serious to a man of 
his years. 
F urther, 
describing 
the illness as a virus attack con­ 
cerns them because of the recent 
death in London of the leader of 
the Labor Party, Hugh Gaitskell, 
from a virus infection that could 
not be checked or controlled. 
Senate circles have a feeling 
that B yrd's illness is being “cov­ 
ered up” and this bothers them 
because of the implication that it 
m ust perforce be serious. 
There 
has been speculation that he m ay 
be suffering from leukemia or 
some other form of malignancy. 
Should Bvrd be rendered in­ 
active, it would have a significant 
effect on the outlook for President 
Kennedy’s tax and other fiscal 
program s in Congress. 
Byrd is a

governm ent, a balanced budget 
and is opposed to any tax cut that 
further increases the size of the 
federal deficit.

The slogans protesting against 
deficits in the treasury, however, 
w ere good enough to win the 
election of 1932 by a landslide. 
For the people do vote against a 
party in power when tim es are 
bad and do blam e it for current 
ills. 
The voters do become sym­ 
pathetic to 
a 
new 
adm inistra­ 
tion and its recovery program s, 
but the patience of the people is 
not unlimited. The record shows 
that, no m atter if the candidate 
of the opposition party happens 
to be relatively unknown or un­ 
qualified. he can defeat the in­ 
cum bent adm inistration if it has 
m ade a mess of taxes and bud­ 
gets and hurt the credit of the 
country in the eyes of the world.

The Troubles Is Over

DUBLIN 


The skies over Ireland are gray 
and dour and the land so green in 
spring is brown now, laced with 
patches of snow. The land is fro­ 
zen so solid that there won’t be 
fox hunting for a long time to 
come. 
It’s a bad winter, but still I ’ve 
been w arm er in Ireland than I 
was in F rance or Switzerland or 
England. There’s another thaw in 
the emotional climate which I 
find heartw arm ing. Never before 
have I heard Irishmen so sym pa­ 
thetic to the plight of England and 
Englishmen. England's terrible re­ 
buff at the hands of Gen. de 
Gaulle is of course also Ireland's, 
since Ireland is just as anxious 
to get into the Common M arket, 
but Ireland’s situation is nowhere 
near as desperate as England's. 
The Irish, they're saying, never 
had it so good — although of 
course th at’s not saying much. 
The Irish feel they’re well off 
now and that the English are tak­ 
ing a terrible licking which start­ 
ed clear back in the w ar days. 
They are simply sym pathetic with 
the underdogs. There had been a 
tremendous blowing of trum pets 
over the ending of the centuries- 
old hostility between France and 
England. Meanwhile, quite unno­ 
ticed. the ancient enmity of the 
Irish against the English has all 
but ended, too. 
I had lunch the other day with 
young Brian Linehan, 33 years 
old, a m em ber of the Irish par­ 
liam ent, and one of the young 
postwar politicians who are taking 
over all Europe from the old w ar 
generation. 
“ My 
father 
fought 
against the English in the tim e of 
the troubles.” he said, 
“ but I 
have no feelings against the Eng­ 
lish. There's no point in that now. 
The younger generation of Ire­ 
land are genuinely concerned with 
the broad ideals of the Atlantic 
Community. Irish troops were in 
the Congo and before that in Leb­ 
anon. 
Isolation is gone as far 
as w e're concerned.” 
Actually, another Irishm an told 
me the hatred of the Irish for the 
English was always m o re-bitter 
and more noisy on Third Avenue 
than in the pubs of Dublin. The 
American Irish are the grandsons 
and great grandsons of Irish who 
fled the great famine of Ireland 
in 1845-49 and their m em ories of 
the English are bitter ones. Even 
the 
struggle 
for 
independence 
didn’t generate such hatred as 
that. And now- the young Irish are 
im patient with these ancient ani­ 
mosities. 
Of course that doesn’t m ean the 
English 
are 
not 
still 
clearly 
aliens. I was at dinner the other 
night with an Anglo-Irish aristo­ 
crat who was arguing on behalf 
of the industrialization 
of 
Ire­ 
land with an Irishwoman who was 
passionately in favor of leaving 
Ireland 
agricultural. 
"But 
of 
course I’m not an Irishm an,” he 
said at last. His family has lived 
here for three hundred years, but 
neither his Irish neighbors nor 
himself consider him Irish at all. 


The present government of Ire­ 
land has offered in the last fi^e 
years tremendous tax concessions 
and other inducements to foreign 
investors to stim ulate the indus­ 
trialization of Ireland. Much of 
Ireland’s landed gentry are bit­ 
terly opposed to bringing in in­ 
dustry, 
feeling 
that 
Ireland’* 
green fields should be left green 
and picturesquely dotted with hors­ 
es. But the Irish government feels 
that Ireland must enter the mod­ 
ern world and their program has 
brought in German. French, and 
Dutch investment in respectable 
quantities. 
The Irish are still em igrating to 
England and elsewhere, but th* 
rate has been cut in half, some 
say. 
Some 
dispute 
that. 
Also 
there’s an encouraging trek back. 
A young m an will graduate from 
medical school here, em igrate to 
Canada to m ake a pot of money 
—and not much money m akes a 
pot in Ireland — and then move 
back to Dublin .to spend the rest 
of his life under these congenial 
sooty Irish skies. The best head­ 
waiter in Ireland spent a long and 
profitable apprenticeship in New 
York. 
Generous 
American 
tips 
are helping educate his children, 
but he's back now at the old 
Royal Hibernian Hotel. 
T here’s a pinch of prosperity 
everywhere. John Huston and I 
drove bver to pass the tim e of 
day w'ith the Cloonans, who have 
occupied the sam e sm all patch of 
bog and peat in Galway for 500 
years. Sitting right in the im m ense 
fireplace, where a peat fire threw 
not nearly enough heat for a 
thatched stone cottage 
in 
this 
weather, John Cloonan sipped th* 
Irish Whisky Huston had brought 
him and spoke of the w eather 
and the times. 
“ It’s terrible, terrible," he said 
cheerfully. “ I’ve had to bring in 
the turnips to keep ’em from freez­ 
ing. When the frost gets in em , 
they're poison to the anim als." 
“Times are prety good, though, 
aren't they, John?" asked Huston. 
“ It's improved terribly the last 
few years,” said Cloonan with a 
great Irish grin. Its the most in­ 
teresting use of the word terribly 
I think I ’ve ever heard.

Capitol Comment 
by Rep. Charles Mathias 


During 
the 
past 
week, 
your 
Congressional D e l e g a t i o n in 
Washington, the two United States 
Senators and the eight Members 
of the House of Representatives, 
met with officials of the Depart­ 
ment of Defense and with a rep­ 
resentative of the President to 
discuss the question of defense 
business for Maryland. We are 
interested in more jobs for M ary­ 
landers and we feel that M ary­ 
land citizens should have equal 
opportunity with others to per­ 
form contracts for the Depart­ 
ment of Defense. The occasion 
of this meeting was tne plight of 
the Fairchild Aircraft Company 
in Hagerstown. We were privi­ 
leged to have as guests and par­ 
ticipants in the meeting, the May­ 
or of Hagerstown, the Hon. Wins­ 
low F. Burhans, the State Sena­ 
tor from Washington County, the 
Hon George Snyder, representa­ 
tives of the County Commission­ 
ers, officers of various local or­ 
ganizations. a representative of 
the Governor of Maryland, and 
other leading citizens. As a result 
of 
the 
meeting, 
the 
Maryland 
Delegation decided to resolve it­ 
self into a committee to work con­ 
tinuously on the problem of de­ 
fense contracts for Maryland in­ 
dustry and defense jobs for M ary­ 
land workers. 


In considering this problem. I 
have 
undertaken 
research 
into 
the history of defense contracts 
for Maryland. 
It is 
interesting 
to note, for instance, that in the 
period of 1950 through 1954. M ary­ 
land got an average of 2.3 percent 
of all the defense work contract­ 
ed by the Federal government. 
This amounted to more than $2 
billion 
dollars 
of 
government 
contracts for Maryland industry. 
Later in the decade of the fifties. 
Maryland 
maintained 
her 
per­ 
centage of 2 3 percent in getting 
government contracts for M ary­ 
land workers. During this period. 
Marylanders and the Nation were 
benefiting by more than half a 
billion dollars annually in gov­ 
ernment work. This was main­ 
tained through the last years of 
the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
and actually in the year 1960- 
1961, Maryland’s share of defense 
contracts rose to 2.4 percent and 


in dollars exceeded the half bil­ 
lion dollar mark. 
Last year, for the first time. 
Maryland’s 
share dropped dra­ 
matically to 1.9 percent and the 
dollar value of government con­ 
tracts 
during 
the 
period 
from 
July 1961 to June 1962, fell to 
$469 million dollars. 
Now it is my feeling that the 
contracts 
awarded 
by 
the 
De­ 
partment of Defense should go to 
that industry which can perform 
them most efficiently for the tax­ 
payers of the Nation. There is 
no question that Maryland indus­ 
try and Maryland labor is just 
as capable of performing defense 
contracts as any other 
in the 
Nation. What we must do, is see 
that Maryland industry has an 
equal chance and an equal oppor­ 
tunity to be awarded government 
contracts. 
Furthermore, 
the 
serious 
un­ 
employment situation in Western 
Maryland is added cause for a 
reversal of the emerging Defense 
Department policy of revoking ex­ 
isting contracts awarded to M ary­ 
land industry, and failing to re­ 
new others. This Administration 
policy is all the more question­ 
able in view’ of the fact that in 
recent months the Department of 
Defense has considered, and in 
some cases made preliminary ar­ 
rangements to award contracts 
to foreign corporations located in 
other countries. This is a depart­ 
ure in defense procurement pro­ 
cedure and I think that it should 
certainly be examined very care­ 
fully by the Congress as long as 
there 
is 
substantial 
unemploy­ 
ment in this country. 
Maryland is proud of the re­ 
search 
facilities 
that 
exist 
at 
private institutions, such as the 
Martin Company, 
the Fairchild 
Strains Corporation, our educa­ 
tional 
institutions 
such 
as 
the 
University of Maryland and Johns 
Hopkins 
University, 
and 
many 
other 
places 
throughout 
the 
State. We believe we have the 
right climate to perform defense 
contracts of all kinds and it is 
my firm intention to press vigor­ 
ously with the Department of De­ 
fense for an equal opportunity to 
bid on. and be awarded, defense 
contracts this year.

During 
the 
past 
week, 
your 
Congressional D e l e g a t i o n in 
Washington, the two United States 
Senators and the eight Members 
of the House of Representatives, 
met with officials of the Depart­ 
ment of Defense and with a rep­ 
resentative of the President to 
discuss the question of defense 
business for Maryland 
We are 
interested in more jobs for Mary­ 
landers and we feel that Mary­ 
land citizens should have equal 
opportunity with others to per­ 
form contracts for the Depart­ 
ment of Defense. The occasion 
of this meeting was tne plight of 
the Fairchild Aircraft Company 
in Hagerstown. We were privi­ 
leged to have as guests and par­ 
ticipants in the meeting, the May­ 
or of Hagerstown, the Hon. Wins­ 
low F. Burhans, the State Sena­ 
tor from Washington County, the 
Hon George Snyder, representa­ 
tives of the County Commission­ 
ers, officers of various local or­ 
ganizations, a representative of 
the Governor of Maryland, and 
other leading citizens. As a result 
of 
the 
meeting, 
the 
Maryland 
Delegation decided to resolve it­ 
self into a committee to work con­ 
tinuously on the problem of de­ 
fense contracts for Maryland in­ 
dustry and defense jobs for Mary­ 
land workers. 
In considering this problem, I 
have 
undertaken 
research 
into 
the history of defense contracts 
for Maryland. 
It is interesting 
to note, for instance, that in the 
period of 1950 through 1954, Mary­ 
land got an average of 2.3 percent 
of all the defense work contract­ 
ed by the Federal government. 
This amounted to more than $2 
billion 
dollars 
of 
government 
contracts for Maryland industry. 
Later in the decade of the fifties, 
Maryland 
maintained 
her 
per­ 
centage of 2.3 percent in getting 
government contracts for Mary­ 
land workers. During this period, 
Marylanders and the Nation were 
benefiting by more than half a 
billion dollars annually in gov­ 
ernment work. This was main­ 
tained through the last years of 
the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
and actually in the year 1960- 
1961, Maryland’s share of defense 
contracts rose to 2.4 percent and 
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in dollars exceeded the half bil­ 
lion dollar mark. 
Last year, for the first time. 
Maryland’s 
share dropped 
dra­ 
matically to 1.9 percent and the 
dollar value of government con­ 
tracts 
during 
the 
period 
from 
July 1W1 
to June 1962, fell to 
$469 million dollars. 
Now it is my feeling that the 
contracts 
awarded 
by 
the 
De­ 
partment of Defense should go to 
that industry which can perform 
them most efficiently for the tax­ 
payers of the Nation. There is 
no question that Maryland indus­ 
try and Maryland labor is just 
as capable of performing defense 
contracts as any other 
in the 
Nation. What we must do, is see 
that Maryland industry has an 
equal chance and an equal oppor­ 
tunity to be awarded government 
contracts. 
Furthermore, 
the serious un­ 
employment situation in Western 
Maryland is added cause for a 
reversal of the emerging Defense 
Department policy of revoking ex­ 
isting contracts awarded to Mary­ 
land industry, and failing to re­ 
new others. This Administration 
policy is all the more question­ 
able in view of the fact that in 
recent months the Department of 
Defense has considered, and in 
some cases made preliminary ar­ 
rangements to award contracts 
to foreign corporations located in 
other countries. This is a depart^ 
ure in defense procurement pro­ 
cedure and I think that it should 
certainly be examined very care­ 
fully by the Congress as long as 
there 
is 
substantial 
unemploy­ 
ment in this country. 
Maryland is proud of the re­ 
search 
facilities 
that 
exist 
at 
private institutions, such as the 
Martin Company, the Fairchild 
Stratos Corporation, our educa­ 
tional 
institutions 
such 
as 
the 
University of Maryland and Johns 
Hopkins 
University, 
and 
many 
other 
places 
throughout 
the 
State. We believe we have the 
right climate to perform defense 
contracts of all kinds and it is 
my firm intention to press vigor­ 
ously with the Department of De­ 
fense for an equal opportunity to 
bid on, and be awarded, defense 
I contracts this year.

Under Resnick’s bill, no youth 
under 18 could be licensed unless

education course approved by the 
State Department of Education— 
either in high schools, or by pri­ 
vate and commercial institutions. 
Col. Carey Jarm an, superintend­ 
ent of State Police, appeared in 
support of the measure. He said 
it is wise “to keep out of the 
drivers’ ranks those who can’t 
meet high standards.” 
Harman said national statistics 
in 1960 showed that motorists un 
der 20 accounted for 7 per cent 
of the drivers but were involved 
in 14 per cent of the reported ac­ 
cidents. 
Mrs. Jerome Cardin, co-chair­ 
man of the Parents Committee for 
Teen-Age Driver Education, also 
spoke in favor of the bill. Resnick 
said it also was supported by Com­ 
missioner John R. Jewell of the 
Department of Motor Vehicles, 
Dr. Thomas G. Pullen Jr., state 
superintendent of schools, and Dr. 
George B. Brain, head of the Bal­ 
timore school system. 
After some members expressed 
fear that driver courses in schools 
would be swamped with appli­ 
cants, the effective date of the bill 
was moved back a year to June 
I, 1964, to give time to set up 
adequate facilities. 
Resnick contended the cost of a 
driver education course would be 
paid back in the lower premiums 
allowed youths who have com­ 
pleted such courses.

BALTIMORE (AP) — Maryland 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield hospit­ 
al and medical insurance plans 
said Wednesday that 1962 was “ a 
year of record-breaking growth.” 
A year-end report said both or­ 
ganizations established new highs 
in number of persons enrolled, the 
number receiving benefits and the 
value of benefits provided. 
Blue Cross recently was grant­ 
ed a rate increase averaging 18.8 
per cent after Blue Cross officials 
said the hospital plan had an oper­ 
ating loss of $1.1 million and was 
forced to dip into its reserves. 
The widely criticized rate in 
crease takes effect March I. 
Blue Cross paid $38.9 million in 
hospital benefits to more than 
240,000 subscribers in 1962, an in 
crease of more than $3.5 million 
in benefits and 20,000 in number 
of subscribers, the report said. 
Medical and surgical Blue Shield 
benefits totaling $10.7 million were 
paid 171,200 subscribers—increas­ 
es over 1961 of $1.4 million in 
benefits and 21,200 in subscribers 
The statement said Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield paid out almost 
95 cents of every subscription dol-l 
lar in benefits, but it gave no 
gross receipts for the year for 
either plan. 
An increase of 55,763 in Blue 
Cross enrollment, to 1,118.579 per­ 
sons, was termed the highest en­ 
rollment increase since 1955. A 
12 per cent gain by Blue Shield, 
bringing membership to 747,643, 
was described as its largest en­ 
rollment increase since 1957. 
Operating expenses were report­ 
ed as 4.5 per cent of income for 
Blue Cross and 8.7 per cent of 
income for Blue Shield.

He noted that the following in­ 
formation is taken from Section 
19, Annexation, of Article 23A» 
Corporations-Municipal, of the An­ 
notated Code of Maryland (1957 
edition). 
Is Only Change 
A. “Annexation may be initiated 
in either one of two ways: 
“ I. The legislative body of a 
municipality (mayor and council) 
after obtaining consent for same 
from 25 per cent of the voter* 
residing in the area to be an­ 
nexed and the owners of 25 per 
cent of the assessed valuation of 
real property in the area to be 
annexed, may initiate the pro­ 
posed annexation by introducing 
a resolution before the mayor and 
council.” 
(He noted, “Senate Bill 125 pro­ 
vides that if the municipality is 
serving the area to be annexed 
with 
municipal 
water, 
sewer, 
street lighting, fire protection, po­ 
lice protection or other services, 
the aforegoing consent require­ 
ments shall not apply. The bill 
makes no other changes.” 
“2. The proposed annexation 
may also be initiated by a peti­ 
tion of 25 per cent of the regi­ 
stered voters and the owners of 
25 per cent of the assessed valua­ 
tion of real property in the area 
to be annexed. The petition is 
presented to the mayor and coun­ 
cil of the municipality to which 
the area is to be annexed. After 
the mayor and council verify the 
signatures and the petition, they 
can then initiate the proposed an­ 
nexation by introducing a resolu­ 
tion before the mayor and coun­ 
cil. 
Must Give Notice 
“B. Notice and hearing follow­ 
ing initiation of proposal: 
“ I. Following introduction of 
the resolution, but before it is 
acted upon by the mayor and 
council, the m ayor must have 
published not less than four times 
at weekly intervals in a news­ 
paper of general circulation in the 
municipality and the area to be 
annexed, a notice stating that the 
annexation resolution has been in­ 
troduced, describing the area te 
be annexed and specifying a time 
and 
place for 
public hearing 
thereon. The hearing must be held 
at least 15 days after the last 
publication of the notice, and shall 
be held in the town or in the ares 
to be annexed. 
“2. After the hearing, the mayor 
and coundl may then act to en­ 
act the resolution of annexation, 
but it shall not become effective 
for at least 45 days following its 
enactment. 
“C. Petition for referendum: 
“ I. During the 45-day period 
between the date of enactment 
and the effective date of the an­ 
nexation, 20 per cent of the regi­ 
stered voters in the area to bs 
annexed may petition in writing 
to the mayor for a referendum 
on the annexation resolution.
